Japan’s meteoric rise to inter- 
national strength possibly dates. 
back -to the Russo-Japanese war, 
but’ the world at large did not 
have {ts attention forcibly .drawn’ 
to the sweeping power of that 
territorially gluttonous nation until 


after the Great World War when’ 


‘the Nipponese delegates to the 
various conferences began to make 


“it quite clear that it was'the con- 


viction of-their nation that, it had 
a very definite “‘mtssion” to fulfit 
In Asia, Then came trade "en- 
‘croachments. by Jnpan which were, 
in-most ‘cases, successfully com- 
batted by tariffs. Suddenly the 
Manchurian adventure burst upon 
‘the world, and until the undeclar- 
ed war of 1932, with Shanghai 1s 
the pivot of action, the general 
feeling was that Japan seemed 
capable and determined ‘to carry 
her “misslon” to extremes which 
made the Great Powers, which had 
vast Interests in China blink 
nervously.. But they were so pre- 
occupied with their own internal 
affairs, and China was so har- 
rassed by ‘domestic dissensions, 
that very lUttle could be done to 
curb the Japanese playing their 
favourite game of “push and take” 
to .thelr heart’s content, But 
Shanghal taught Japan its frst 
‘real. lesson, and, to aill,, intents 
and purposes,’ that nation was 
denied the fulAlment.of her plan 
of wholesale land-snatching. . 

Soon Japan’s so-called leaders 
adopted different tactics: Accord~ 
ing to the. mass of official state- 
ments which’ literally stream from 
thelr mouths and pens, b 
altered {nterpretation of her “mis 
sion” was simply to do all‘in her 
power to help Chin& become a 
peaceful .and ‘prosperous nation 
thereby: facilitating the stabillaa- 
tion of Asia. By this means Japan 
reasoned—but without China, of 
course—that a policy of “peaceful 
penetration” ,resulting in colossal 
écomomle gains, might be prosecut- 
ed ‘without opposition. Peaceful 
Penetration by process . of 
intimidatory armies proved un- 
palatable to China, and the Cen- 
tral Government at Nanking de- 
monstrated In a variety of ways 
that it would not tolerate inter- 
ference ‘in. domestic affairs, proper’ 
to the Jurisdiction of the Govern- 
ment of China, by the Japanese or 
any other nation.
